A general, if unsolicited comicnt*i noxt time you havo nuoh a witness, d6 it 
youreolf. Another you wero motivated by a Josiro to bo cooperative, a fenr that in some 
way you wore inadequate, or what, I can't know. Out I do know that the others were no 
help to you nnd often cut her off at tho wrong timea with Vid.n interjections, foolish 
questions unrnlated to what she was talking about, and of tan enothored what ahe was saying 
with prolonged, raucous and inappropriate In ightor. Tours ia tho only real questioning 
that I oonld make out. You lod hor into enough byways to come buck and aak the seme 
question in different ways, to get a chock on what she'd say, without the digrensiono 
by others, no on* of whioh that I can recall having been at all productive.

Arch a 
voioe recorda so poorly tliat I couldn't rake out what he was asking, oo if he was of 
help, I oouliln' t detect it. 1 imagine he could havo been, moro bo without the others, for 
whom I imagine you both have morn reapeot than is warranted in such mutters.

When you corse bade from ^eraany, if you have the time it might bo a good idea to 
st>e*Jc to her again, if you hav j time, this time by yourself, so you can aak wliat you want, 
say wliat you want ^and if you lo;in on hor n bit it will bo loss oinbai'ran3±nc; to lior without 
so nony observers) mid not be an diverted (tlint question, did she know hogull, is one? of 
tho too-froquent in terruption: 1 ; tliat were irrevolfxnt and changed the subject, but ty picul 
of tho problem with this and with multiple-questioner interviews) co tiiat you can koop in 
mJnd wliat you are after. If she is a liar, if will be hotter if you liavo in i.tLnd what you 
went tousle, but not liavu it organised 30 tliat she con anticipate wliat you will aak and bo 
prepared.
